That equitable distribution of 
shipping among gulf and other ports is pledged which 
has been an object of concern for months to the whole 
Mississippi region. 

This sound, intelligent, satisfactory utterance rec- 
Ognizes transportation as the vital problem of the 
time, admits the inadequacy of rail facilities and de- 
clares the “promotion of transportation by water 
imperative.” 

Contrast this explicit plank showing comprehension 
of the need and readiness to meet it with the plank 
adopted at Chicago. “We declare it to be our policy,” 
said the Republicans, “to encourage and develop water 
transportation service and facilities in connection 
with the cOmmerce of the United States.” 

-This might mean all the Democrats have promised, 
but it might also mean mucb less, might mean noth- 
ing.

THE FOURTH OF JULY. 

The Fourth of July is the New Year's Day of our 
patriotic year. It is more than an occasion for cele- 
brating our independence. It is a time when we 
like to dwell upon what the American experiment has 
meant to the world and, in a spirit of fervor, to ded- 
icate ourselves to the cause of human progress. 

In the review and high resolve of today the Amer- 
ican who looks facts unflinchingly in the face will 
find in his Fourth-of-July contemplation both disap- 
pointment and inspiration. We are now almost two 
years away from the great war, but are still standing 
by as a spectator at the colossal work of recon- 
Our tardiness and 
hesitancy are foreign to our philosophy and prac- 
tice. But we can find satisfaction in the fact that 
one of our great political parties has stood squarely 
upon our entering the League of Nations and doing 
all that we can, consistently with our obligations to 
ourselves, in putting prostrate peoples on their feet. 
In that position America is true to her best self. 

In considering ourselves solely we must frankly 
recognize the necessity of putting our own house in 
order. The world of 1920, including the United States. 
is not the world of 1914, and never can be. In the 
new conditions we have strange adversaries and un- 
familiar dangers. But we also have old liabilities 
that must be got rid of. The vast powers vested in 
the Government fof’ carrying on the war, for ex- 
ample, still persist in large measure. They should 
be repealed. The demand for their repeal and for the 
restoration of freedom of speech and freedom of will 
may well be formulated on the Fourth of July. 

During the past year it has so happened that the 
character of Lincoln has been presented to the Amer- 
ican people from three points of view: Emotionally, 
tn the Drinkwater play; humanly and engagingly in 
Bacheller’s “The Man for the Ages;” profoundly by 
Barton's “The Soul of Abraham Lincoln.” If the 
great truth developed in those theses could be in- 
corporated into our present-day philosophies, the 
fundamental problems would be solved, for the truth 
is that the democracy of Abraham Lincoln was with- 
out class consciousness. 

At @ time when class solidarity is widely preached, 
when a motley array of special interests place them- 
selvés above the general interest, it ought to be help- 
ful to know that one of the greatest of Americans was

DISAPPOINTED PROHIBITIONISTS. 

It is significant that Federal prohibition, with :1l 
its vaunted popularity, did not get a word of ap- 
proval from either convention of the old parties. The 
efforts of the Anti-Saloon League lobbyists to insert 
planks in both platforms were defeated. 

In Chicago the defeat might be charged to boss 
control, which jammed the platform through without 
debate, but in San Franciseo,.more in the spirit of 
demiocracy, the issue was fought out on the floor of 
the convention. The subject was thrown open to free 
debate and vote. Mr. Bryan was given full opportu- 
nity to plead his cause against the commitee’s de- 
cision and the oposition of the anti-prohibition advo- 
cates. The Bryan dry plank was overwhelmingly 
defeated. The moist plank of the opposition received 
more than twice as many votes as Mr. Bryan’s plank. 

It should be borne in mind that the pressure of ad- 
ministration influence was against putting prohibi- 
tion into the campaign, for fear it might overshadow 


in popular interest and campaign discussion the 


League of Nations issue. The administration wanted 
the peace treaty to be the paramount issue. Without 
this potent influence the action of the convention is 
problematical. 

The hope of the Neo-Puritans that the issue of Fed- 
eral prohibition through undemocratic and un-Amer- 
ican coercion by the Federal Government would be 
settled by the final approval of the leading parties is 
blasted. The issue is not disposed of and not dead. It 
is postponed to a more convenient season and referred 
to the people in the congressional] elections. It will 
never be settled until it is settled right, in accord with 
human experience, which condemns coercion of con- 
science and conduct, and sound principles of liberty.

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SILE IN TEXAS. 

The first bale of the 1920 cotton crop brought the 
record price of $1600 at the Houston (Tex.) exchange 
a few days ago. 

Of course, if cotton commanded any such price as 
a measure of its commodity value, the search for oil 
imaginably might be abandoned for the opulence as- 
sured by a crop that yielded $1600 an acre—a bale 
being the average normal] per-acre production. But 
the prospect of another crop in the measureless 
bounty of Texas is proclaimed which, will far sur- 
pass cotton in beauty, desirability and will net $9000 
a year to the acre. Silk is to be grown in Texas. 

As a matter of fact, silk is being produced there. 
The experiment has been made by an Italian couple 
who came to Texas a few years ago from the silk belt 
of Northern Italy. Making silk was their trade, and, 
unlike the quantity-production process of American 
industry which apportions fractional bits to opera- 
tives, these Italians knew all about making silk, from 
hatching the eggs to the finished goods. 


Remarking the similarity of the Texas climate to. 
that of their homeland and the abundance of mul- | 


berry trees, on which the silkworm feeds, they be- 
lieved they could make silk in Texas. 
done it. It is admittedly a coarse product, due, how- 
ever, to the character of the native mulberry tree. 
But the fine trees of France can be grafted to the 
native plants, it is claimed, producing as excellent a 
quality of silk as is found anywhere. The importance 
of the latest Texas project can be understood from a 


glance at the history of silk in the United States. 
In 1874, according to the Saturday Evening Post, we 
imported a billion pounds of raw silk for the ‘irst 
time. Its value was $4,500,000. Forty years later. ia 
1914, our silk imports reached 26,000,000 pounds, 


worth $86,000,000. Last year we imported 44,816.918 
pounds of silk, its value, in the raw, being $32%.- 
338,822, and in the fabric, $875,000,000. 

At these prices the silk producible trom an acre of 


mulberry trees in a year would net $9000. It is an’ 
alluring prospect. If realized, though, it does not | 
mean King Cotton will be uncrowned, but he will | 
have to share his throne with a shimmering consort, 
her exquisite majesty, Queen Silk.

But tothe West Mr. Harding, 
it is acknowledged, is little more than a name, and 
candor might admit that that little is not wholly fa- 
vorable. 

The front-porch campaign, to be sure, would bring 
forth in still higher relief the McKinleyesque resem- 
blance. But this is 1920. Things are not as they 
were in 1896, when the country made the pilgrimage 
to Canton. The East is no longer politically dom!- 
nant. 

Other important facts dwell within the figures of 
the 1916 vote. Most poignant of those is the fact that 
the Republicans carried only four states west of the 
Mississippi in that contest, and in Iowa alone was 
the Republican margin decisive. 

Further, the Western Republican leaders may re- 
cite that the candidate of 1916 did not feel it beneath 
his dignity to stump the entire country, notwithstand- 
ing he had been drafted to his party’s service from 
the Supreme bench. 

Then there is the experience, too, in the camp of 
the enemy to which the~attention of the front-porch 
protagonists may be called. Possibly impressed by 
the 1896 outcome, Mr. Bryan in 1900 decided to wage 
the battle from his front porch. But the crowds did 
not go to Lincoln in reassuring numbers or enthusi- 
asm, and presently Mr. Bryan forsook the comforts 
of the home for the hardships of the long, long trail.

It will be recalled that 
the “friendly citizens’ ” subscriptions 
from which the general expenses of 
the movement were to have been 
met, was the most serious faflure of 
the whole drive, less than $4,000,000 
of an expected $40,000,000 having 
been forthcoming. 

Wanted No “Side Insuca” 


What the Pittsburghers decided, 
therefore, was that none of thetr 
money was to go for ‘side issues, 
such as the Industrial Relations De- 
partment. This was not said public- 
ly, but ft was gaid in just those 
words at the New York meeting, 
June 18. / 

One of those at the Pittsburg meet- 
ing referred to was the Rev. J. ¥. 
Aitcheson, who was in charge of the 
$100,000,000 of the Northern Bap- 
tists, which was part of the Inter- 
church Movement. The Post-Dis- 
patch has been told Dr. Aitcheson 
was one of those who upheld the 
argument of the Pittsburgers at the 
New York meeting. It is a fact 
that it was Dr. Aitcheson who ar 
gued at Buffalo last week for the 
withdrawal of the Baptists from the 
Interchurch Movement 

The Post-Dispatch has already 
told of the presence of W. U. Fol- 
lansbee at the meeting last Monday. 
He was accompanied then by W. 8. 
Horner, and it is said to have been 
the hope of the two men to get their 
hearing by the committee before it 
took action of the publication of the 
steel strike report. This was pre- 
vented, however, by friends of the 
report, who succeeded in having it 
accepted and its publication ordered 
before the Pittsburgers were admit- 
ted. 


Offered More Money, 

When the Pittsburgers were heard, 
they gave notice that between $3,- 
000,000 and $3,000,000 would be 
forthcoming from Allegheny County 
if its denominational use were guar- 
anteed. An unspecified amount in 
addition was promised on the same 
conditions, Otherwise, they de- 
clared the money would go through 
the church direct and the Inter- 
church Movement would not get even 
credit. This, as the Post-Dispatch 
has already told, was a weighty fao- 
tor in the decision to call off the 
financial campaign immediately and 
to put up to the denominations at a 
meeting called for July 8, the ques- 
tion of continuing the movement in 
any form. , 

So it is a drawn battle on the in- 
dustrial relations issue. The steel 
strike report is to be published, but 
if the Interchurch Movement con- 
tinues at all it will have to be with- 
out “side issues.”

sloop trophy of the year, in a mem- 
orable race off Newport in August 
of that year. In this race Harpoon 
defeated the latest Herreschoff pro- 
duction Wasp, by hugging the Nar- 
ragansete shore in the beat to the 
Block Island buoy. Wasp was sailed 
by Charles Barr. 

Adams found his work cut out for 
him in trying to tune up Pilgrim in 
1893 for cup defense. Up to that 
time he had never handled a boat 
over 45 feet waterline, and a big 90- 
footer, rather badly rigged and 
canvassed, was a hard proposition. 

In the next- few years Adams 
sailed smal) boats in Massachusetts 
Bay, including the successful de- 
fense of the’ Quincy Cup with his 
catboat Rooster. He built several 
raceabouts, including Rooster II and 
Bat, and in 1901 served for a few 
weeks on the advisory board. of 
Thomas W. Lawson’s Independence, 
once in a while relieving Capt. Hank 
Haff at the wheel. 

Then followed several years of 
more small boat racing until, in 
1906, came the famous Sonder boats 
from Germany. In these interna- 
tional contests with Germany in 
1906, 1907, 1911 and 1912, and with 
®| Spain in 1910, each country was 

represented by three yachts with 
about 16-foot length on the water- 
line. In the first year 17 boats were 
built for the three places on the 
American team, and Adams’ Auk 
was the second boat to qualify, Vim 
being the first one selected. 

During one of these German- 
American races in 1906 the sports-/ 
man in Charles Adams came out 
prominently. The Germans never 
had a chance at the Roosevelt Cup, 
but Vim was being pressed hard by 
Auk.

NEW YORK, July 3.—The stock 
market this week has followed very 
precisely the lines anticipated by the 
best judges. At the low levels of 
May prices had discounted all the 
unfavorable features of the outside 
situation. They have taken into ac- 
count the high rates for money, the 
severe restrictions upon credit, the 
troubles with labor and the falling 
off, present and prospective of indus- 
trial activity and corporation profits. 
There ensued a month of inaction 
during which stocks were quietly 
picked up by the class of people who 
buy when the general public are 
timid and are holding off. This ac- 
cumulation has continued more open- 
ly during the past week and has been 
favored by the talk that there would 
be nothing doing in the market un- 
til after the Fourth of JuJy holiday 
when the worst of the mid-year mon- 
ey .troubles would be over and the 
results of the Democratic Convention 
would be known. As expected those 
who have listened to this talk find 
that they have missed their best op- 
portunity and if they wish to buy now 
will have to pay considerably higher 


for their stocks. 
. * 


Look Into Future. 


In looking ahead to the possibil- 
ities of the next month or so there is 
certainly no ground for extravagant 
optimism. Money for Wall Street 
uses will be in freer supply, but it 
will not be cheap. There cannot be 
any return to low money rates until 
the Federal Reserve Banks reduce 
their present scale of discounts and 
this cannot be expected until some 
time next year at the earliest. All 
that can. be anticipated in the mar- 
ket is an increase in the amount of 
lendable funds sufficient to allow a 
moderate expansion in speculative 
activity permitting those _ stocks 
which have been selling below what 
they are really worth to get back to 
their value line and in their advance 
bringing about a modest rally in the 
general list. A favorable decision on 
railway rates will, of course, if it 
comes, have a powerful reaction upon 
the whole market. But it will con- 
stantly be borne in mind that there

Changes During Month. 


The fundamental changes for the 
better in the situation as compared

rious shortage of a month ago, while 
wheat and corn have progressed un- 
Ger weather conditions that have 
been exceptionally favorable.

Financial Situation. 

Along with these deveolpments has 
come a clearer conception of the 
financial situation at large and a 
recognition that the propaganda of 
pessismism which was so widespread 
in the early part of the year was as 
ill-formed as it was mischievous. It 
is now seen that the three main 
characteristics of the industrial crisis 
of the past—over-production, low 
prices, unemployment—are in the 
present conditions absolutely re- 
versed. With some exceptions which 
are well known the demand for the 
output of the mills and factories is 
still far ahead of the ability to sup- 
ply this, of course, being emphasized 
by the transportation difficulties. 

Instead of prices so low as to in- 
duce a curtailment of industrial ef- 
fort there is every incentive to keep 
production at the maximum. Instead 
of a labor surplus with great num- 
bers of people out of work, there is 
an extraordinary scarcity of labor. 
Instead of being heavily in debt, 
where we would have to export like 
Japan, our net credit balance during 
and since the war has amonuted to 
$17,000,000,000.

Money Drawn by John Roet- 
tig to Cash Workmen’s 
Checks Is Stolen From 
Bar at 3685 South Broad-

Robbers executed carefully-laid 
plans in getting away with $1550 
at 11:50 a. m. yesterday from the | 
soft drink saloon of John Roettig, 
3685 South Broadway. They timed 
the robbery so that they avoided a 
crowd of workmen who visited the 


saloon a few minutes after the hold-+ 


up. 

Following a custom of several 
years, Roettig went to the Chippewa 
Bank shortly before 11 o'clock, and 
drew sufficient funds to cash the 
pay checks of employes of seyeral 
industrial plants in the neighbor- 
hood of the saloon. The men re- 
ceived their checks in the morning 
and would have cashed them at the 
noon lunch hour. 

Roettig placed the money, $1550 
in bills, in a drawer behind the bar. 
He then went to a back room, leav- 
ing the saloon in charge of his bar- 
tender, Tony Schmalzgrubber. Roet- 
tig’s wife, Mrs. Bettie Roettig, and 
their daughter-in-law, Mrs. Louise 
Roettig, were in the kitchen in the 
rear part of the building. 

Uses Revolver as Club. 

As soon as Roettig had stepped 
into the back room, three men, who 
evidently had been watching the 
place, entered the saloon and point- 
ing revolvers at Schmalzgruber or- 
dered him to throw up his hands. 
Wne of the robbers started to go be- 
hind the bar but Schmalzgruber 
stopped him and engaged him in a 
fight. The robber used his revolver 
as a club on the bartender’s head, 
and inflicted several-severe cuts. 

One of the robbers then went to 
the back of the saloon and covered 
Roettig and the women with a re- 
volver, while the third robber went 
behind the bar and -.searched the 
drawers until he came to the one in 
which the money had been placed.

In 1913 there was an estimated 


surplus of 6400 homes in St. Louis. | 


An authoritive estimate forecasts a 
shortage of 7135 homes here on Jan. 
1, 1921. Im the first four months of 
the current year building permits 
were issued for housing sufficient 
for 125 families. In May and June 
abcut half that many more were is- 
sued. In June, 1515 marriage li- 
censes were issued in St. Lwuls, en- 
larging to that extent the demand 
for homes. 

What is the solution and how 
was this situation created? are per- 
sistent questions. The first is un- 
answered, and to the other the ex- 
planation<of rising building costs 
and the war has been advanced. The 
figures herewith were obtained from 
charts of the City Plan Commission, 
which hang on the office walls of 
the Home and Housing Association. 

The charts, which were prepared 
by Harland Bartholomew, engineer 
of the City Plan Commission, throw 
light upon the subject of housing 
shortage. There is one in graphic 
form showing the number of per- 
mits issued for building construc- 
tion of all kinds in St. Louis from 
1902 to April, 1920. 

In 1902 there were 1250 permits. 
Thence the graph climbs, with 
2000 in world's fair year, 3000 in 
1906, 3150 in '06, 2850 the following 
year, when a financial panic oc- 
curred; and the peak comes in 1908, 
in which year builders obtained 
3650 permits. 

Heavy Downward Swing. 

Then follows a steady downward 
swing. In 1910 there were 2900 
permits; in "12, 2000; '14, when the 
war started, 1700; ‘16, 1000; ‘17, 
when we entcred the war, 550; ‘18, 
160. In 1919, the year after the ar- 
mistice, there was an _ ineffectual 
spurt and 350 permits were obtain- 


- ed. +. In the first three months of this 


year, 100 were obtained, including 
some for the Home and Housing As- 
sociation groups. 

+In 1908, the peak year for bulld- 
ing, there was an oversupply of 4000 
homes, and this is held to be respon- 
sible for the let-up in building that 
continued through 1916. As previ- 
ously stated, 1913 was the year 
when there was fhe greatest excess 
supply, but war contracts the follow- 
ing year brought workers to whom is 
traced the movement towards a hous- 
ing shortage. 

Also in the exhibit are blue-print 
maps of the city for various periods, 
shownig the character and distribu- 


houses are shown by open circles, 
flats by solid circles and apartment 
houses by parallelograms. 

The first map is for the years 
1907-9 and in it circles predominate, 
the public of St. Louis not being in- 
nured to “cliff dwelling’’ to any ex- 
tent at that time.

HEN you see three or four 
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barns on a muddy backwoods 
road being turned into 
garages by a lot of ex-village 
blacksmiths, you know the 
said road is about to be 
a detour. 

A detour is an automobile trap set by a road 
supervisor who is in league with the most 
incompetent garage men to be found in the 
country. 

It starts somewhere to starboard of a couple 
of elongated saw horses, with the word danger 
on them, and which are stretched across a 
perfectly good road. Sometimes it ends on 
the same road 15 or 20 miles further along. 
Sometimes it doesn’t end anywhere at all, 
and you have to get a local guide and a couple 
of bloodlrounds to find your way to a road 
that does end somewhere. 

If you go out into the country on any fine 
spring morning, you will see the county de- 
tour board laying out detours. 

They bowl along in the county flivver till 
they see a nice toppy hill, with a few morasses 
on the side of it where hidden springs are 
coming up for air. If there are no woods be- 


making roads muddy all the year round. Whereas, 
roads that don’t have any woods on them dry up in 
the summer months and become moderately passable. 
This latter is a condition which utterly unfits any 
detour for its purpose. 

When the requisite hill and the requisite woods are 
discovered, the members of the detour board chop 
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locating expedition on the following day.

You 
can follow these signs like the pioneers followed the 
old blazed trails, only not nearly so rapidly. 

Having nailed up their signs, the detour makers go 
back and notify the boys at the blacksmith shop that 
there ought to be a good business up on Smither’s Hill 
for the next six months, and advise them to telephone 
into the wholesaler for a few hundred extra tires of 
assorted sizes. Then they rest up for another detour- 
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way that would show up the sea on its 
cold gray stones. 

It is a matter of brake contro! going down 
the hill, which, if the detour has been used by any- 
body else, will be worn into little billows like a short, 
sharp surf on a shingly beach. Bounding ove. these 
billows makes you seasick, but seasickness is nothing 
at all to a man in your frame of mind.

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RE caribou steaks and musk-ox milk to be- 
come a part of the American menu? 
Vilhjalmar Stefansson, famous Arctic 
explorer, thinks so. He believes that a 
vast new food supply is to be found in 
the tremendous herds that roam the 
frigid wastes of Northern Canada, and 
so much confidence is placed in ‘his judgment and 
ability that the Canadian Government has given him 
an opportunity to carry out his plan. 

Stefansson is a visionary, vut one of the kind that 
makes his dreams come true. His explorations have 
been of inestimable value to science. He knows the 
Arctic continent as few men know it. He was born 
in an emigrant’s log cabin on the shore of Lake Win- 
nipeg, and much of his life has been spent in or near 
the Arctic Circle. 

His latest plan is to make available for food the 
wild caribou, and to domesticate the mus‘-oxen for 
their wool and milk, thus relieving present shortages 
in two of the world’s most staple products—meat and 
wool. 

Everyone who has ever visited the great silent North 
has come back with tales of the caribou. Tremendous 
herds of the animals from time to time are seen, ap- 
parently in great migrations from one part of the con- 
tinent to another, but actually, according to observers 
simply attending to their business of securing proper 
forage. They exist far beyond the present outposts of 
civilization, but their numbers, according to all evi- 
dence, would appear to be impressive. Stefansson says 
there are at least 5,000,000 of them in Canada, and 
other estimates place the number as high as 10,000,000. 

Another animal indigenous to certain sections of 
Northern Canada.is the musk-ox, a homely looking 
specimen now found nowhere else in the world. The 
musk-ox is about three times as large as a sheep, 
has a wool covering, gives milk, and altogether is a 
most useful animal to man. The caribou is, of course, 
a species of deer, somewhat larger and rangier than 
the reindeer. Everyone who has visited the North is 
familiar with the flavor of caribou meat and says there 
is no finer meat in the world.

The beauty of both the reindeer and the musk-ox is 
that they have solved the problem of living in the 
Arctic fastnesses of Canada. They are thriving and 
multiplying without care or attention, without shelter, 
without artificial fodder of any kind. They are herbiv- 
orous in habit and do not need to hibernate during the 
winter, for, contrary to ral impression, the fall of 
snow over great areas of Northern Canada is very light 
and these animals have no difficulty in securing suffi- 
cient vegetation throughout the long winter to keep 
them in good condition. 

The caribou is not a domestic animal, 
ing to Stefansson, is without serious wild habits. 
musk-ox also is a nondomestic animal. 

Stefansson's vision is to domesticate and cultivate 
both the caribou and the musk-ox. In the case of 
the musk-ox no difficulty whatever is anticipated. In 
the case of the caribou, he proposes to introduce from 
Scandinavia the domestic reindeer. The propagation 
of reindeer in itself is regarded as a profitable experi- 
ment for Northern Canada, having regard to the suc- 
cess of an American industry along this line in 
Alaska. If it is found feasible to introduce the cari- 
bou into the reindeer herds and bring them eventually 
to a state approaching domestic docility, the possibili- 
ties which will unfold are almost unimaginable. 

There are anywhere from one to two million square 
miles of Northern Canada producing vegetation which 
will oo caribou, reindeer and musk-oxen. It is 
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estimated that every square mile will support 5° 
deer. : 
Transportation is regarded as no obstacle by Stef- 
ansson. He sees no reason why the caribou and rein- 
deer cannot transport themselves. They are naturally 
great travelers, and he believes they can be guided in 
wide lanes to points of embarkation, grazing and fat- 
tening as they proceed. 


Stefansson'’s vision is founded on broad economic 
principles. He emphasizes this point: that wherever 
land is suitable both for the raising of cereals and 
for the raising of livestock, many times the food value 
in the form of cereals can be raised per acre than if 
the land is devoted to the production of meat. From 
this basic fact several results follow. One is that the 
price of meats is gradually becoming higher and higher 
relative to the price of other foodstuffs. Over a term 
of years this fact is especially noticeable. Another 
point is that the production of cereals gradually re- 
places the production of livestock wherever possi>le. 
This fact has received notable demonstration in large 
areas of the American and Canadian West, and Stef- 
ansson predicts that it will be quickly demonstrated 
also in South America. The area in which he proposes 
to operate is, he believes, not suitable or ever likely to 
be suitable for the growing of cereal. In his caribou 
and musk-ox business he will therefore be free from 
competition. 


The Canadian Parliament and Government officials 
have had Stefansson’s proposals under consideration 
for some time. They have treated them consistently 
with sympathy and it is now announced that the Gov- 
ernment has granted him a grazing permit for 50 years 
and that Stefansson on his part has assured the Gov- 


‘ernment he has secured sufficient capital to give the 


enterprise a fair trial. In the meantime a Royal Rein- . 
deer Commission of which Stefansson was a member, 
the other members including leading experts in meat 
products, has been investigating without encountering 
for the industry difficulties which appear to be unsur- 
mountable. On the contrary, they have been impressed 
with the ec ouaa prac er.’ of the vast project.

Science has solved most of the problems of the compli- 
cated modern telephone system but despairs of cor- 
recting a fault which has its foundation in one gen- 
eral weakness of humankind, curiosity — Tragedy 


and comedy of party lines 


-O- 


F YOU would know a person, go camping with 
bim. And if you would know him and his fam- 
ily better, be paired with them on a party-line 
telephone. 

In about this way do telephone officials re- 
vise one of the most respected axioms in the 
language. The little inconveniences of camp 

life, the freedom from surveillance by the usual muylti- 
tude of people and the need for mutual forbearance 
among members of a camping party, are quite closely 
paralleled among users of a party-line telephone sys- 
tem. 

G. C. Wright, in charge of the commercial desk, 
Southwestern Telegraph and Telephone Co. (Bell sys- 
( tem), is authority for the statement that party-line 
“complaints lead all others. In a business as prolific 
of complaints as the telephone business, this statement 
is worth pondering. Further, it is said that fully % 
per cent of the complaints are from women. 

The daily grist of complaints from subscribers on 
party-line telephones do not arise from any defect in 
service which can be charged to equipment or to the 
operators, declare telephone company officials. The 
complaints do not spring from any mechanical defects 
of the system. The answer is to be found, say the offi- 
cials, in the queer kinks of human nature. 


Curiosity, usually spiced with malice, and a perfect- 
ly normal desire to “get ev en” for a real or fancied in- 
terferénce with use of the ‘phone, are behind prac- 
tically all of the complaints. When the day of a kink- 
less human nature dawns, on that same morning will 
party-line telephone service start running smoothly, 
say the experts. 

“For heaven's sake, give ME a whack at the line! 
It’s as much my telephone as it is yours. I've .been 
waiting six hours for a chance to get in my order to 
the grocer. Doesn't your arm ever feel tired? If I 
had as little to do as some people have! How did you 
get that way?” 

These are some of the remarks with which party- 
line telephone feuds begin. The language speeds up 
as the feud progresses, and not seldom becomes real bil- 
lingsgate before one patron or the other makes a for- 
mal complaint to the telephone company. 


“It's a give-and-take world,” said one official who 
has listened to many a harrowing tale from abused 
and indignant subscribers. ‘Just as in other kinds of 
friction between people, there are two sides to most of 
these questions. Experience has convinced me, at any 
rate, that in more than 90 per cent of the complaints, 
one party-line subscriber is as much to blame as the 
other.” 

Some curious facts are brought to light in a study 
of party-line complaints. And some preconceived ideas, 
such as that most of the “listening in” is done by med- 
diesome old ladies, have to be discarded. 


The ‘“eavesdropper.” as the callous individual who 
makes a practice of ‘listening in’ is called, is not el- 
derly, and is seldom a man, but is usually a woman in 
the prime of life, according to statistics. Her motive, 
telephone officials say, is ‘“‘to hear something spicy,” 

r ‘to get something on’ a neighbor, or more innocent- 
ly, “just to hear a littie gossip.” 

In the natur® of things, subscribers upon the same 
party line are near neighbors. In the case of a good- 
sized apartment house, the telephone cable goes di- 
rectly into the basement and there the “pairing” is 
done, so that*such party-line subscribers are actually 
under the same roof. In the case of residences, these 
are necessarily close together, for all the subscribers 
on a party line derive their service from the same cut 
in the cable. 

Just here it may be remarked that the four-party 
line is a much greater test of the subscribers’ breeding 
than the two-party line. The former, with four instru- 
ments, served by two ringing circuits, mugt use the 
system of ‘code ringifg.” In other words, “W"’ and 
“R” on one side of the line must be apprised of a call 
through the same ringing circuit, which is done by 
giving one ring for “‘W’’ and two rings for “R.” Simi- 
larly, on the other side of this four-party line, “J” is 
notified of a call by one ring, while two rings signify 
that it is a call for “M.” 

Thus, it is impossible for a call to be put through 
to “W” without “R” knowing about it at once, and 
“W" has the same check over the activities of “R.” 
The same situation exists with regard to “J” and “M.” 
The two-party line, which also has two ringing cir- 
cuits, is enabled to use the system of “selective ring- 
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That is, the 
bell on “W's” tele- 
phone rings only 
when there is a call 
for “W,” and _ the 
same is true of ‘‘R.” 
For them, “listening 
in” is possible only 
when a chance lift- 
ing of the receiver 
reveals the fact that 
the other party on 
the line is carrying 
on a conversation. 


Somewhat surpris- 
ing is the fact that 
many complaints are 
received about 
“listening in” by 
children. Even the 
complainants in such 
cases do not accuse 
the children of such 
malicious motives as 
seem to (fill the 
hearts of their 
siders among “eaves- 


droppers.”’ With the 
children it is a mix- 
ture of inoffensive 


curiosity about the “workings” 


of the telephone, ex- 
citement when they hear the tinkle of the bell (no 
doubt often answering somebody else’s call in good 
faith), and a desire to be doing sométhing. 

When this childish glee manifests itself in whistles, 
catcalls, strains from a mouth organ, yells or remarks 
interjected into the conversation, then it is the case of 


a youngster who is trying to be “smart,” and the 
wrathful subscriber makes his complaint. The usual 
outcome is a series of indignant denials by both chil- 
dren and parents, although it-has been suspected that 
the denials are sometimes turned to affirmatives at a 
woodshed session, with no outsiders present. 

One rather unusual case was in a South Side neigh- 
borhood, where a party-line subscriber was annoyed by 
the “listening in” of a male eavesdropper. The 
“listening in’’ was done only in the evening. Apparent- 
ly, the eavesdropper, after a hard day at the office, 
would refresh his weary mind by listening to the 
talk from the other party on the line. It was a two- 
party line, not very frequently used, so that to achieve 
the record of which he was accused, of being always 
present, must have meant many a lifting of the re- 
ceiver when silence reigned on the line. But curiosity 
is usually linked with a good share of persistence. 


One evening two women were conversing over the 
line when the coughs, whistles, groans and tentative 
remarks of the eavesdropper became too exasperating 
to be borne any longer, and one of the women said to 
the other: 


“I think we'd better give it up, and let the Hun have 
the line.” 


Instantly, from the eavesdropper, came the angry 
remark, “Thank you, I'm not a German,” followed by 
a crash as he hung up his hard-worked receiver. P 

Another curious complaint was that of a subscriber 
who declared that he had been put on thé same party 
with a negro woman and criticised the company ini bit- 
ter terms for having made such an arrangement. It 
developed that the other subscriber was a refined white 
woman who had a pronounced Southern accent. The 
complainant had accidentally (perhaps!) overheard her 
talking over the line and jumped to conclusions. 

Frequently party-line subscribers complain to the 
telephone company about the other subscribers in mat- 
ters which have nothing to do with telephone service. 
Thus a woman complained that the other party on her 
line (a man who had previously put in some com- 
plaint about her), “had tried to trip her with the gar- 
den hose when she walked through the vard" of the 
flat where they occupied different floors. 

Another frequent complaint from party-line sub- 
scribers is that the other party on thefr line is get- 
ting “alarm-clock service’ over the telephone, and 
in case of the four-party line this means that two 
families would have the benefit of such calls. 

While the advent of the war caused the telephone 
companies to eliminate such trimmings as giving ‘the 
exact time” over the wire, also ‘calling’ subscribers at 
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a requested hour and other extra services, the tele- 
phone ‘is still used in some lines of business where the 
men go to work at unusual hours of night or early 
morning. The foreman, or some other person in 
authority, either calls up an employe’s house at an 
unearthly hour to find out why he hasn't showed up 
for work, or the foreman ‘‘plays it safe’’ by calling 
the house of the sound sleeper at the hour when he 
ought to be, but probably isn't, getting up. 

If the other party on the line, whose sleeping hours 
are thus invaded, tries to stop the racket by leaving 
his receiver off the hook, then the operator will start 
using the “howler,” a villainous device which causes 
the diaphragm of the receiver to vibrate and emit a 
rasping noise which is worse than the tinkle of the 
bell. 

Another familiar situation, to those who receive 
complaints and straighten them out as well as may 
be, is the woman complained of for excessive use of 
the telephone, and who puts the blame on her maid. 


“She does use the telephone a great deal,’ says this 
woman. ‘We are sorry, and for the sake of the other 
parties on the line our family are very sparing in the 
use of the phone. But maids are very hard to get, 
and we dare not say anything to ours about the tele- 
phone, or she would probably leave us. Won't YOU 
talk to her about it, and do so at a time when we're 
not at home?” 


Investigation of many similar stories has shown 
them to be correctly stated by the mistress of the 
house—the maid is using the telephone to excess and 
to the annoyance of the other parties on the line, but 
the mistress dare not rebuke the girl. It is a curious 
fact that a representative of the telephone company 
can explain the matter to the household helper with- 
out offending her and usually with the result of cut- 
ting down her use of the telephone very materially. 
But the family must be away from home, so that the 
representative may have his heart-to-heart talk undis- 


turbed. And the maid usually does not mention her 
“call-down’’ to the mistress. 
In spite of many requests, some quite urgently 


phrased, telephone companies are not making any 
changes in party lines. Primarily, this is due to the 
conditions brought on by the war, and which render 
it absolutely necessary now to adjust sych differences 
between subscribers without adding to the work of 
staffs already overworked. 

“We used to make these changes, whenever it was 
possible,” said an official. “But we found that the 
people whom we favored in this way usually went 
around telling about it, and then the subscriber with 
whom we ‘paired up’ the undesirable would be angry 
and want to know why we had picked him for the 
victim. Women were especially fond of bragging that 
they had gotten an undesirable perB8on taken off their 
party line.”

voyage he crowded condition had brought upon them. 
So they died sometimes two or three at a day; that of 
100 and odd persons scarce 50 remained. And of these, 
in time of most distress, there were but six or seven 
sound persons, who, to their great commendation be it 
spoken, spared no pains night or day, but with abund- 
ance of toil and hazard of their own health fetched 
them wood, made them fires, dressed them meat, made 
their beds, washed their clothes, dressed and un- 
dressed them.” 

The sailors on the Mayflower refused to permit the 
sick Pilgrims to be brought on the vessel. But even 
witb all this suffering, the work of planting the settle- 
ment went ahead. Houses were built and a general 
storehouse was constructed in the center of the barri- 
caded plot of ground. Here were brought all game and 
grain, which were distributed among the settlers on a 
community basis. 

On Feb. 27 the first council was held and Miles 
Standish was elected captain and vested with powers 
of military rule. Within a month there came to the 
settlement an Indian, who, in good English, said: 
“Welcome, Englishmen! Welcome, Englishmen!” His 
name was Samoset, and he was a Sagamore from the 
north, who had learned a few words of English from 
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the crews of fishing vessels. He returned in a few days 
with Squanto, an Indian who had spent some time in 
England. He acted as interpreter, and a treaty was 
entered into between the Pilgrims and the Indians 
which was faithfully adhered to for 50 years. Large 
tracts of land near Plymouth were sold to the col- 
onists. 

On April 25, 1621, the Mayflower started on her re- 
turn journey to England. Under the direction of 
Squanto the remaining colonists planted their spring 
corn. The crops were successful, game was abundant 
and the colony was in excellent condition when the 
Fortune, on Nov. 9, 1621, anchored‘off Cape Cod with 
recruits for the new settlement. On board were 35 
persons, many of whom were in the company that had 
put back with the Speedwell a year before. In the 
meantime six more of the original colonists had died, 
making a total, with new arrivals, of about 80 settlers. 

The following year another ship, the Anne, arrived 
with more colonists, and a few months later still an- 
other detachment came in the Charity. Aboard the 
Charity were several domesticated cattle, the first 
brought to this country. There was also a large col- 
lection of furniture, spinning wheels, etc. The tennage 
of the Charity, is not given, but if all the “original

Puritan furniture’ now in the country was on this 
craft, it must have been of at least 500,000 tons burden. 
Tea, coffeevand other luxuries were brought along, tea 
retailing at $30 a pound. 

Among those who died during the second winter was 
William Carver, the Governor of the colony. He was 
succeeded in April by William Bradford, whose journal 
gives the most authoritative account of the develop- 
ment of Plymouth. 

After the arrival of the Charity things went better 
with the colonists, though it was not until 1627 or 1628 
that Plymouth was on a sound, prosperous basis. Later, 
Indian wars caused great trouble; but despite all draw- 
backs, the original colony on the Massachus¢tts coast 
pushed its way into New England and westw

HE first profiteer recorded in American 

istory was a signer of the Declaration 

of Independence, later a member of Con- 

gress, Chief Justice of Maryland, and 

finally was appointed to the United 

3tates Supreme Court by George Wash- 

ington. His name is familiar to students 

of Revolutionary history—Samuel Chase of Maryland. 

The particular charge against him, lodged by so 

eminent an accuser as Alexander Hamilton, occurred 

during the course of the Revolutionary War, while 

Chase was member of a committee of Congress that 
had to do with the purchase of supplies. 

The arrival of the French fleet to aid the Americans 
caused a sudden and unexpected demand for flour, and, 
in order to obtain enough and to get it at a reasonable 
price, Commissary-General Wadsworth planned to buy 
a large quantity. Learning of this through his official 
capacity (so Hamilton charged), Chase managed to 
delay action on the purchase until bis agents had cor- 
nered the available supply, and he thereupon proceeded 
to raise the price more than 100 per cent. 

This act called forth the choicest invective of which 
Hamilton was capable. He publicly denounced Chase 
as “a public character as abandoned as any the his- 
tory of past or present times can produce.” In two 
open letters to Chase, printed in a New York news- 
paper and signed “Publius,” he raked him with every 
verbal weapon at his command—and they were nu- 
merous and powerful. . Not many 
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"gmil ton Held Him up to Public Scorn 


The latter statement is of striking and singular in- 
terest at this time,’in view of a different opinion re- 
cently set forth at Chicago by the political party 
which claims Hamilton as the fountain head of its 
principles. Hamilton charged that both the high cost 
of living and the depreciation of money were due to 
profiteering and monopoly, while the Republican plat- 
form attributes the high cost of living to depreciation, 
which, in turn, it says, is due to inflation. Hamilton 
was not a man to “pussyfoot” or dodge the issue. 

Neither was he the sort of public personage to be 
deterred by political fears or ambitions from advocat- 
ing drastic measures against those whom he believed 
to have been guilty. Although Chase was influential, 
a friend of Washington and a power in politics, Ham- 
ilton wrote: 

“If it should have happened that a member of Con- 
gress has been this degenerate character, and has been 
known to turn the knowledge of secrets to which his 
office gave him access, to the purpose of private profit 
* * * he ought to feel the rigor of public resent- 
ment, and be detested as a traitor of the worst and 
most dangerous kind.” 

This statement was contained in his explanatory let; 
ter to the editor of the newspaper in which his at- 
tacks on Chase appeared. In the open letter to Chase 


public men in American history 
have been targets for such a with- 
ering bombardment. 

But even though the incident was 
never satisfactorily explained by 
Chase or his friends, he survived it 
so well that he later was made 
Chief Justice of his State, and ulti- 
mately was raised to the highest 
court in the land by the “Father or 
His Country.” It is true that an 
effort was made to impeach him in 
this last office, but it was not based 
on the deal which aroused Hamil- 
ton’s wrath, nor did it succeed. 


The profiteer of that age, it seems, 
enjoyed the same strange immun- 
ity from punishment which has at- 
tended his modern successors, and 
Chase continued to prosper after 
Hamilton exposed him, just as some 
others are flourishing now, despite 


himself, which followed, his lan- 
guage was no less bold and incisive. 

After beginning: ‘The partiality 
of your friends has never given you 
eredit for more than -mediocrity,” 
he continued: ‘Had you not struck 
out on a new line of prostitution for 
yourself, you might still have re- 
mained unnoticed and contemptible. 
> * * You were thought to pos- 
sess a degree of natural discretion 
and timidity which would restrain 
you from any hazardous extremes. 
You have the merit both of contra- 
dicting this opinion and discovering 
that, notwithstanding our youth and 
inexperience as a nation, we have 
begun to emulate the most veteran 
and accomplished states in the art 
of corruption. 


“You have shown that America 
can already boast at least one pub- 


the revelations of Senators Capper 
and Walsh and the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

An abhorrent feature of the charge against Chase 
also has its counterpart in more recent American his- 
tory, for the act of profiteering alleged against him 
was committed while the country was at war—in- 
deed, it was fighting with its back to the wall for its 
Thus, it appears that the profiteer’s 
willingness to take advantage of his country's plight 
was noted long before the recent war. 

This angle of the transaction made a deep impres- 
sion on Hamilton, and he did not hesitate at declar- 
ing that the war profiteer was as great a criminal, 
and perhaps a worse one, than traitors and Tories. 

“While every method is taken,” he wrote, “to bring 
to justice those men whose principles and practices 
have been hostile to the present revolution, it is to 
be lamented that the conduct of another class, equally 
criminal, and, if possible, more mischievous, has hith- 
erto passed with impunity and almost without notice. 
I mean that tribe who, taking advantage of the times, 
have carried the spirit of monopoly and extortion to an 
excess which scarcely admits of a parallel. 

“Emboldened by the success of progressive imposi- 
tions, it has extended to all the necessaries of life. 
The exorbitant price of every article and the depre- 
ciation of our currency are evils derived essentially 
from this source.” 
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Alexander 


lic character as abandoned as any 
‘the history of past or present times 
can produce.” 

Chase was accused, it must be re- 
membered, of raising the price 100 per cent. Can it be 
imagined, then, what Hamilton would have said of 
some ef the present-day recipients of dividends ranging 
from 200 to 1200 per cent? It is doubtful if the En- 
glish language could have withstood the strain. 

Of course, Hamilton’s ire was particularly excited 
by the fact that Chase was a public official. He did 
not fail, however, to state his opinion of the profiteer 
in private life. “When,” he said, “those who have 
characters to support, and credit enough in-the world 
to satisfy a moderate appetite for wealth in an hon- 
orable way, are actuated by this spirit, our contempt 
is mixed with indignation.” 

No words were minced when he came to the dis- 
cussion of the particular offense charged to Chase. He 
wrote: 

“When you resolved to avail yourself of the extraor- 
dinary demand for the article of flour, which the wants 
of the French fleet must produce and which your offi- 
cial situation early impressed upon your attention— 
to form connections for monopolizing that article and 
raising the price on the public more than 100 per cent 
—when by your intrigues and studied delays you pro- 
tracted the determination of the committee of Congress 
on the proposals made by Mr. Wadsworth, Commis- 
sary-General, for procuring the supplies for the public

HE station of a member of Congress is the 
most illustrious and important of any I 
am able to conceive. * * * To form 
useful alliances abroad—to establish a wise 
government at home—to improve the internal re- 
sources and finances of the nation—would be the 
generous objects of his care.

Despising the affectation 
of superior wisdom, he would prove the extent of 
his capacity by foreseeing evils and contriving 
expedients to prevent or remedy them. He 
would not expose the weak sides of the state 
to find ar opportunity of displaying his own dis- 


cernment by magnifying the mistakes and follies 
of others.”’

use—to give your agents time to complete their pur- 
chases—I say when you were doing all this, and en- 
gaging in a traffic infamous in itself, repugnant to 
your station and ruinous to your country; did you 
pause and allow yourself a moment’s reflection on the 
consequences ? 

“Were you infatuated enough to imagine you would 
be able to conceal the part you were aeting? Or had 
you conceived a thorough contempt of reputation and 
a total indifference to the opinion of the world? Eb- 
veloped in the promised gratification of your avaric 
you probably forgot to consult your understanding, and 
lost sight of every consideration that ought to have 
regulated the man, the citizen and the statesman. 

“I am aware that you never could have done what 
you have without first obtaining a noble victory 
over every sentiment of honor and generosity. You 
have, therefore, nothing to fear from the reproaches 
of your own mind. Your insensibility secures you from 
remorse. But there are arguments powerful enough 
to extort repentance, even from a temper as callous 
as yours. You are a man of the world, sir; your self- 
love forces you to respect its decisions, and your ut- 
most credit with it will not bear the test of your re- 
cent enormities, or screen you from the fate you de- 
serve.” 

This, it seems, would have been enough for most 
men, but the crime of war profiteering had struck a 
chord of anger anc detestation in Hamilton which he 
found it hard to still.
